S.O. 543(E).—Whereas the Government of India in the Ministry of Labour vide notification no. S.O. 94(E) dated 
4-2-94 appointed Hon'ble Justice Shamsuddin Ahmed, 2A, Shamsul Huda Road, Calcutta-700 017, formerly Judge of the 
Calcutta High Court to hold a formal inquiry into the causes and circumstances attending the accident that occurred in the 
New Kenda Colliery of Eastern Coalfields Limited in district Burdwan of West Bengal on the 25 th January, 1994 causing loss 
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of lives and present a report within a period of three months, and subsequently extended this duration six times for a further 
period of three months each vide notification nos. S.O. 339(E) dated 28-4-94, S.O. 662(E) dated 28-7-94 S.O. 77(E) dated 
28-10-94, S.O. 61(E) dated 28-1-95 and S.O. 356(E) dated 28-4-95 respectively and for a period of six months each vide 
notification nos. S.O. 674(E) dated 28-7-95 and S.O. 68(E) dated 25-1-96. 

And whereas it has become necessary to further extend the period within which the inquiry is to be conducted and 
report presented; 

Now therefore, the Central Government do hereby extend this duration for a further period of three months with effect 
from 25-7-96, and accordingly, the period of appointment of Hon'ble Justice Sbamsuddin Ahm ed to conduct the inquiry and 
present the report and period of appointment of Prof. D.P. Singh, Department of Mining Engineering, Institute of Technology, 
Banaras Hindu University, Varanasi, and of Shri B. N. Tewari, General Secretary, Colliery Mazdoor Sabha (AITUC), G.T. 
Road, Asansol, District Burdwan, West Bengal as assessors, is also extended for a further period of three months with effect 
from 25-7-96.
